ON HISTORIC ARCTIC FLIGHT 


Flags of United States, Norway and Italy Lowered 
at Top of World as Giant Dirigible Pauses on 
Its Way from Spitzbergen to Alaska

GAS CONTENT SAFEGUARDED 
. Directly in back of the man in 
charge of the elevators are a num- 
ber of glass tubes set in brackets, 
connected by rubber tubing to the 
baloenets above. These tubes are 
in two parts, consisting of inner 
and outer glass tubes, which by 
means of indicators show the 
amount of gas in the eight balloon- 
ete and the pressure of the air in 
the interior air tunnel, which keeps 
the balloonets distended to their 
utmoac.

may regulate and equalize the

are four of these ropes, each one 
operating the valves on two bal- 
loonets. They will be used mighty 
|eparingly on the trip across, for 
the gas will be consefved as much 
as possible, in case the ship meets 
adverse winds and the fuel gives 
out and it is necessary to operate 
the ship as a free balloon. 

And every bit of gas is necessary 
to keep the heavy load in the air, 
although the ship may be greatly 
lightened by discarding the fuel 
tanks during the voyage. 

The airship carries no water bal- 
last, but a small amount of water. 
mixed with glycerine to prevent it 
freezing, was taken along in the 
ballast tanks as a reserve for the 
motors.

TOP OF CRAFT PATROLED 

In the bow the walk goes up 
more sharply and then one comes 
to a ladder which leads to the very 
top of the ship.

LONDON, May 11.—In strike time London is like a city 
besieged by an invisible enemy.. It is indeed fighting forces 
which are not less perilous to the life of a nation because no 
enemy is to be seen. Its perils are the possibilities of famine, 
the gradual stoppage of vital power for light and mechanical 
energy, holding up shipping and supplies and mob violence in- 
cited by sudden passion or by political agitators. All these 
dangers have so far been overcome with magnificent success 
which is a great tribute both to the government and to the 
people. The latest news shows a steady impsovement, through-

out the country. 


But the danger ts not yet passed | 


and it still needs an immense vol- 
untary effort and strong govern- 
ment control to safeguard the es- 
sential needs of the nation and pro- 
tect its Ute and social order. 


Toflay I went behind the scenes 


of the strongholds of power upon 
which London mainly depends for 


its machinery of life and its food 
supplies. The first of these was 
London's greatest power station in 
Lots Road, Chelsea. From this sta- 
tion comes electrical energy which 
supplies current to all the under- 
ground railways and a considerable 
part of London's light'ng system. 
If the engines ceased running here 
London's heart beat would receive 
almost a mortal blow. They have 
not ceased running for a half-hour. 


SAILORS WORK CHEFRFULLY 


Directly after the strikers 
marched out the government took 
control and sent in naval men 
from H.M.S. Victory and other 
ships. I found them working 
cheerfully and hard amidst’ the 
throb and roar of mighty engines 
fed by automatic stokers, which 
consume 800 tons of coal dally.

The conditions were that the 
general strike be called off, that 
work be resumed tn the mines at 
the old rates and that the recom- 
mendations of the Royal Coal 
Commission be put into effect. 

There was anparentiy a general 
belief that Sir John’s proposal had 
received some encouragement from 
the government. and the former 
Labor Minister. Tom Shaw, took 
occasion to say that the Labor men 
were ready to make the peace 
move effective if the miners were 
guaranteed a square deal. 

Ramsay MacDonald, the former 
Labor Premier, who left a sick bed 
to take part in the struggle and 
who has been working day 
and night to bring the op- 
posing elements to what has been 
characterized as “a reasonable 
frame of mind,” was tn the thick 
of the Labor conferences today. 
But, wearted and worn, he kept 
silent, saying that he was not yet 
ready to talk. It is evident to all 
observers, however, that he is us- 
ing every effort to bring about the 
necessary preliminaries to a set- 
tlement.

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DEVICE HAILED 
AS FOE OF FOG 


— — 


Invention of Naval Experts 
Holds Promise 


Perfection Would Prove Aid 
to Navigation 
Indoor Demanttretion of ides 
Reported Success 


Local mariners have word from 
Philadelphia of a new device by 
naval experts which, with perfec- 
tion, promises to dissipate fogs, the 
worst bugaboo of navigators. and 
the cause of numerous mishaps 
here and eleewhere. It te the in- 
vention of two aeronautical experts 
working secretly for more than a 
year, and while still experimental 
and successful only ndoors, if 
practical outside will mean a great 
— to aviation and navigation as 


well. 

To the question, “What is the 
mariner s greatest need,” comes al- 
most invariably the reply, “Bome- 
thing to see through fog.” While 
the invention doesn't promise that, 
its ection may mean the clear- 
ing of whole cities and harbors of 
heavy fogbanks. 

The inventors are trying to pro- 
duce a phencmenon common in 
nature, whereby, as in a Nehtning 
flash in the clouds, negative and 
positive fog particles attract each 
other, condense and fall as rain. 

The machine, on further perfec- 
tion, is to be placed directly in the 
path of a drifting fog. By means 
of an airplane propeller the air 
will be driven through a screen 
charged with electricity, causing 
ere moisture to condense and fall 

to the ground. It is said to take 
ye fog particles to form a drop 
of rain.

AKE IT SNAPPY! 

Mark Twain once remarked that every- 
body complained about the weather, but 
nobody ever did anything about it. The 
same holds good with respect to long-wind- 
ed Congressional oratory. 

Congress was to adjourn on May 15, but 
the session has been indefinitely prolonged 
in order that a lot of perfunctory talking 
may be done by members who have noth- 
ing particular to say and want a world of 
time in which to say it. So we shall have 
reams of rhetoric from the farm-bloc fill- 
busters, Muscle Shoals debaters and others 
to swell the magnificent bulk of the Con- 
gressional Record and weary the patience 
of a public which cannot, for the life of it, 
see why the modern business slogan, “Make 
it snappy,” should not be applied to the 
transactions of Congress as it is to other 
organizations. The Senate and House are 
deliberative bodies, and nobody objects to 
deliberation within reasonable limits, but 
the “extended debates promised by the 
Washington dispatches are not conducive 
to public patience. 

Vice-President Dawes does not seem to 
have prevailed upon the Senate to adopt 
his proposed. rules of cloture, and, judging 
by the present docility of Helen Maria, it 
would seem that the Society for the Sup- 
pression of Vice-Presidents is again func- 
tioning perfectly. As for the House, its 
jaws are wagging as merrily as ever. 

If these national legislators could speak 
as concisely as President Coolidge, and as 
nearly to the point, the nation’s business 
would be transacted in short order. But 
they cannot, or will not, and, as in the case 
of the weather, nobody seems to be able 
2 do anything about it.

If the same ratio of increase 
were to continue for the next five years 
our trade with the Far East—the Pacific 
trade—would surpass that with Europe. 

According to the reports of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, American trade with 
the Far East in 1925 totaled $2,135,100,000, 
that with Europe $3,840,000,000 and that 
with Latin America $2,094,000,000. Japan 
is our best customer, and we in turn are 
the best customer of Japan, so far as the 
Pacific area is concerned. Last year our 
exports to Japan amounted to $227,000,000 
and our imports from Japan totaled 1384 
000,000, giving a balance of trade in favor 
of Japan of about $157,000,000. 

Australia is our second customer in the 
Pacific area. Our exports to that country 
last year totaled $148,524,000. Curiously 
enough, Australia sold to us very little in 
return, a paltry $55,000,000, giving us a 
balance of trade almost $100,000,000 to the 
good. We shipped to China products val- 
ued at $113,000,000 and received from Chi- 
na products valued at $190,000,000. The 
territory officially known as the Straits 
Settlements found trade with the United 
States last year enormously profitable. 
They sold us products in the amount of 
$313,000,000 and reciprocated only to the 
extent of $11,221,000. 

The Philippines found America their best 
customer. They sold us products valued 
at $111,838,000. As the total export trade 
amounted only to $148,877,000 it is plain 
that there is no boycott of American buy- 
ers. But the Fil'pinos apparently gave 
America preference in buying, for their im- 
port of $64,000,000 from this country is 
greater than that from all other sources. 

To appreciate what these figures mean 
In relation to trade and commerce one has 
but to reflect that our trade last year with 
the Far Est alone was greater than the 
total import and export trade with all na- 
tions in any year prior to 1900. The Pa- 
cific area is already more important than 
was the Atlantic area at any time in the 
last century. 

When one considers this growth it be- 
comes apparent that, with the development 
industrially of the Pacific Slope and with 
the closer trade relations with the Far 
Bast and the west coast of South America, 
a period of twenty years may be sufficient 
to place the trade of the Pacific area well 
in advance of that of the Atlantic. 

When the development of Siberia begins 
and an increased standard of living in the 
Straits“ Settlements makes the people of 
those divisions consumers of foreign manu- 
factured goods the trade of the Pacific 
area may double that of the Atlantic. 


While statistics are generally dry read- 
ing, these trade figures are of vast impor- 
tance to the residents of Southern Califor- 
nia. Los Angeles is now the greatest port 
on the Pacific. It has risen in world im- 
portance even more rapidly than the port 
of New York. The great fortunes made 
here during the next generation will have 
their foundation in trade and commerce. 
Industries will arise that will be the mar 
vel of the industrial world. These things 
are not merely possible. They represent 
logical development. 

So long as we keep the fires of indus- 
trfil liberty burning; so long as we can 
offer an asylum to woramen independent 
in spirit who are forced to live under con- 


ditions of servitude in labor-union-ridden 
industries elsewhere; long as we pre- 
serve the traditions the generation 
which thas been responsible for the devel- 
opment of the last thirty years—so long 
as we hold firm to that which we now pos- 
sess—the prosperity of the Pacific area 
will establish annually new high records, 
and Destiny will no longer be a roving 
planet, but a fixed star flooding with its 
beams the Pecific area. 


ILLBOARD ADVERTISING 

Florida is trying to save what land- 
scape there is left against the invasion of 
the gaudy billboards. The citizens are loud- 
ly sounding the slogan: “Swat the Sign 
and Save the Scenery.” Some thirty or 
more of the heaviest advertisers in this 
outdoor line have made an agreement to 
confine their billboards to commercial die- 
tricts when their present contracts expire. 
When advertising is resented by the read- 
er or any number of his fellows it falls of 
its purpose. If public sentiment is strong 
against this glaring form of scenic sacri- 
lege advertisers will realize that they are 
creating hostility rather than friendship for
